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SUBJECT: Human Services Stat Meeting Summary Briefing

Making Progress

o Re-Entry. Over the past calendar year, the Re-Entry division has partnered with the Baltimore City
Detention Center and Baltimore’s Safe and Sound Campaign to host various resource fairs for those
returning from incarceration and their families. Over 30 various service providers have participated in
the fairs. These service providers ranged from Job Readiness and Employment, Health Care/Substance
Abuse/Mental Health, Veterans Services, Transitional Housing, HIVV/Aids Prevention and Treatment,
Child Support Services, and many more.

o The next resource fair is scheduled for November 18" at the War Memorial Building at 10AM.
Surveys have been given to attendees at previous resource fairs to gauge effectiveness and to gain
suggestions for future resource fairs. Results below:

= 70% of attendees were attending for the first time.
= 91% agreed to refer someone to this fair.
= 92% reported that they would be returning to the next fair.

= The surveys collected indicated zero negative comments. Most comments were positive and
thanked the organizers.
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o Community Action Partnership. The purpose of the CAP Pop Up Centers is to offer CAP programs
and services to residents in underserved communities that are not currently accessing the services and
resources at their local Community Action Partnership Center.
